UPDATE ON MARKET RESEARCH STUDY CONDUCTED 
IN PART AT GALLAUDET COLLEGE 

The Development/Marketing Division of 
The Given Space conducted a survey in May 
of 1978 to assess the opinions, experiences 
and desires of members of the hearing im- 
paired community toward entertainment pro- 
gramming. The quantitative research survey 
was conducted at three leading American deaf : 
institutions: the Lexington School for the 
Deaf, Gallaudet College and the New York 
School for the Deaf. During the two week 
period that this study was conducted re- 
spondents were exposed to several ideas 
and asked whether or not they agreed with 
each statement dealing with the amount of 
entertainment accessible to the hearing 
impaired. 

Of the people participating in the 
survey 89% agreed that "hearing impairment 
limits the choices of public entertainment" 
and 91% felt that "'there is not enough 
quality entertainment available for the 
hearing impaired." 

The questionnaire introduced the 
concept of a silent film entitled, ''The 
Hapless Child'' and generated a high inter- 
est level with 77% indicating that they 
would be interested in seeing this film. 

In conclusion, the hearing impaired 
community feels that there is a lack of 
quality entertainment experiences accessible 
to them and that ''The Hapless Child" would 
offer them a unique opportunity to share 
an entertainment experience with the 
hearing community. 

This film, which is in the pre-production 
stages, will be announced in OTG when it 
is available.

"INTRO TO THE STRUCTURE OF ASL"' 
A special course for Gallaudet graduate 


students, staff and faculty entitled, "Intro- 


duction to the Structure of American Sign 
Language", will be offered during the Spring 
semester, 1979, by Charlotte Baker from the 
Linguistics Research Lab. The course will 
be offered through the English Department 
(Independent Study #799). Participants 

may obtain graduate credit. All those 
interested in taking the course should 
attend an organizational and explanatory 
meeting on Wednesday, December 6, at 

12:00 - 1:00 in Room 312, College Hall. 

At that time, the day(s) and hours best 
suited to the participants will be 
discussed. Enrollment will be limited 

and organized on a first come, first served 
basis. 

The goals of this course are three-fold: 
1) to examine the phonological and syntactic 
structure of American Sign Language, 2) to 
explore some of the general differences 
between signed languages and spoken lan- 
guages, 3) to understand the history of 
ASL and its role in the deaf community. 

This course will focus on the results 
of linguistic research (to date) on Amer- 
ican Sign Language. This is not a course 
designed to help participants learn how to 
use ASL, but to teach them about ASL from 
the perspective of linguistic research.
